Paris, May 4.—Slowly, but steadily, 
iho net is closing around the French 
general staff in the Dreyfus revision in­ 
quiry. 
General Merrier, who was minister of 
war at th«» time Dreyfus was condemned, 
on being called upon by M. De Freycinet, 
the present minister of war, to produce 
th< report regarding the secret dossier 
which Lieutenant Colonel Du Paty de 
C iam testified he had sent to Mercier, 
replied that he had destroyed it, and he 
called General Gonxeas a witness to the 
truth of the statement. 
Unfortunately

“I am starting for the Manouvres,” as 
proving the guilt of Dreyfus and the in­ 
nocence of Esterhaxv, inasmuch as the 
staff probationers were only notified on 
Aug. 29 t hat they would not be required 
to attend the man out res.

Washington, May 4.—The session of 
the Association of American Physicians 
at the Arlington yesterday, was marked 
by an important paper on typhoid in 
the volunteer camps by Dr. V. C. 
'S aughn, one of the txiard of surgeons 
appointed by Burgeon General Stern­ 
berg last summer to look into this mat­ 
ter when the epidemic of typhoid fever 
was prevalent in the various army camps. 
The board made a very thorough study 
of the subject, and its report has been 
looked lorward to as an authoritative 
work. The report Is not yet completed, 
but Dr. Vaughn’s paper was in the na­ 
ture of an advance statement with the 
sanction of General Sternberg, who was 
present at the meeting. 
Dr. Vaughn’s paper was a severe ar­ 
raignment of the volunteer surgeons 
an «t incidentally of the officers who j 
were responsible for the policeing of the j 
great camps at Jacksonville, Chicka- 
tnauga, Camp Alger and Montauk 
Point. 
The txmrd visited all these 
points and found that not only was 
there a great deal mare typhoid than 
was at first supposed, but that the sur- ] 
geons (mostly of the volunteer class) J 
were, from ignorance or other motives, 
treating and reporting typhoid under 
the names of “persistent malanal,” 
“indigestion,” 
“gastric fever,” and ! 
“typho-malaria.” 
Blood examination 
of many of the malaria patients fail»*d 
to show the presence of malaria bacillus, 
but there was every indication of well 
marked typhoia. 
These jjatieuts were 
being treated with quinine, and natur­ 
ally either died or had to be sent to city 
hospitals, where their diseaso was prop­ 
erly diagnosed. 
The board made an extra careful ex­ 
amination of the water supply of the 
various camps and found that the preva­ 
lence of typhoid could not be laid to im­ 
pure water in any large degree. 
The 
explanation. Dr. Vaughn said, was in 
the disgustingly filthy condition of the 
camps, where the excreta erf typhoid 
patients was strewn broadcast with uo 
apparent effort either to sterilise or col­ 
lect it so as tt> prevent its spreading con­ 
tagion to the remainder of the camp 
The final report of the board will deal 
largely with sanitary measures for the 
governing of the oainps and the best 
form of sterilising apparatus to use iu 
case of fever outbreaks.

It is *t somewhat rem arkable fact 
that the general public of 
England 
kmwe very little concerning the secret 
service of the general postoffice, al­ 
though the service is probably tbe most 
complete of its kind in tbe whole world. 
To the outsider the secret service is 
known as the postal secret inquiry 
branch, and not one in a hundred of 
those in the employ of the postoffice 
knows the exact workings of the secret 
service, as the department has the dis­ 
tinction of being in tbe charge of cer- 
ucui oKiciaiH, uuuer the di­ 
rection of the home secretary and the 
prime m inister for tbe time being. 
Once, and once only, in recent years 
has a m inister of the government allow­ 
ed himself to be drawn into m aking a 
statem ent which adm itted that the se­ 
crets of the pcstoffice were used for po­ 
litical purposes. 
Such aii admission was made in the 
days of the first dynam ite scare, when 
an Irish member made a general charge 
against the government of tam pering 
with the correspondence of certain Irish ­ 
men. 
Lord John Manners, in reply, 
evaded the question in an am biguous 
manner, tu t indiscreetly called atten­ 
tion to a clause in the postoffiee act 
ftvbich empowers the postal authorities 
to open and even confiscate any letter 
or package which they m ight reasona­ 
bly suspect covered some infringem ent 
of tbe rules of the department. 
Tho secret service is divided into two 
distinct branches, the higher and the 
lower, and the dnties of tbe latter are 
brought to the notice of the public very 
frequently, as it has to do with the pros­ 
ecution of dishonest men in the em­ 
ploy of the postoffiee. The great bulk of 
the robberies committed inside the 
walls of the postoffiee is attempted by 
the younger hands and it is for that 
reason that every newcomer is occasion­ 
ally subjected to keen watching from a 
quarter that he least suspects. 
Quite unknown to him, he is kept un­ 
der the observation of a 
keen eyed 
watcher, who is securely hidden from 
view in a secret alcove, almost within 
touch of the sorter, messenger or what­ 
ever the employee may be. Every move­

W ashington, May 4.—The session of 
the Association of Am erican Physicians 
nt the A rlington yesterday, w as marked 
by an im portant paper on typhoid in 
the volunteer camps by Dr. V. C. 
V aughn, one of the board of surgeon# 
appointed bv Burgeon G eneral Stern­ 
berg last sum m er to look into this m at­ 
ter w hen the epidemic of typhoid fever 
wa# prevalent in the various arm y camps, j 
The board mad© a very thorough study j 
of the subject, aud its report ha# beeu ' 
looked forw ard to as an authoritative * 
work. 
The report is not yet completed, I 
but Dr. V aughn’s paper w as in the na­ 
ture of an advance statem ent w ith the ! 
sanction of G eneral Sternberg, who was 
present at the meeting. 
Dr. V aughn’# paper was a severe ar­ 
raignm ent of the volunteer surgeons 
and incidentally of the officers who ( 
were responsible for the policeing of the ! 
great camp# at Jacksonville, Chicka­ 
mauga, 
Gamp 
Alger 
and 
M ontauk 
Point. 
The board visited all these 
points aud found that not only was 
there a great deal more typhoid than 
wa# a t first supposed, but th a t the sur­ 
geons (m ostly of the volunteer class) 
were, from ignorance or other motives, 
treating and re p in in g typhoid under 
the nam es of “ persistent m alarial, ’’ 
“indigestion,'’ 
“ gastric 
fever,” 
and 
“ fcyphom alaria.” 
Blood exam ination 
of m any of the m alaria patients failed 
to Dhow the presence of m alaria bacillus, 
but there was every indication of well 
marked typhoid 
These patient# were 
being treated w ith quinine, and n atu r­ 
ally cither died or had to be sent to city 
hospitals, w here their disease was prop­ 
erly diagnosed. 
The board made an extra careful ex­ 
am ination of the w ater supply of the 
varkms cam ps and found th at the preva­ 
lence of typhoid could not be laid to im ­ 
pure w ater in any large degree.

It la a somewhat remarkable fact 
that th© general public of England 
kajws very little concerning the secret 
service of the general postoffice, al­ 
though the service is probably the most 
complete of its kind in the whole world. 
To tho outsider tho secret service is 
known aa the postal secret inquiry 
branch, and not one in a hundred of 
those in the employ of the postoffice 
knows the ( .tact workings of the secret 
service, as the department has the dis­ 
tinction of being in the charge of cer­ 
tain permanent officials, tinder the di­ 
rection of the home secretary and the 
prime minister for the time being. 
Once, and once only, in recent years 
has a minister of the government allow­ 
ed himself to be drawn into making a 
statement which admitted that the se 
trets of the postoffice were used for po 
litical purposes. 
Such an admission was made in the 
days of thy* first dynamite scare, when 
an Irish member made a general charge 
against the government of tampering 
with the correspondence of certain Irish 
men. 
Lord John Manners, in reply, 
evaded the question in an ambiguous 
manner, tu t indiscreetly called atten 
ti°n to a clause in tho postoffice act 
which empowers the postal authorities 
to open and even confiscate any letter 
or package which they might reasona­ 
bly suspect covered some infringement 
of the rttles of the department. 
Tho secret service is divided into two 
distinct branches, tho higher and the 
lower, and the duties of the latter are 
brought to the notice of the public very 
frequently, as it has to do with the pros­ 
ecution of dishonest men iu the em­ 
ploy of the postoffice. The great bulk of 
the robberies committed inside the 
walls of the postoffice is attempted by 
the younger hands and it is for that 
reason that every newcomer is occasion­ 
ally subjected to keen watching from a 
quarter that he least snspecta 
Quite unknown to him, he is kept u n­ 
der the observation of a keen eyed 
watcher, who is securely hidden from 
view in a secret alcove, almost within 
touch of the sorter, messenger or what­ 
ever the employee may be.
